DIPLOMATS EYE CRISIS 


Nanking, Dec. 23— (JP) —Na- 
tionalist warships at Tangku, iso- 
lated Tientsin's port city, drove 
off attacking Communists 
today 
killing 1,500 of them, government 
sources said. 
(Associated Press Correspond- 


ent Spencer Moosa in Peiping said 
many small Red attacks on the 
outskirts of Tientsin had been re- 
pulsed. Last night alone, he said, 
800 Reds were killed or wounded, 
and as a result today the Com- 
munists were inactive. 


(.Moosa quoted Gen. Fu Tso- 
Yi's headquarters in Peiping as 
saying the Reds were repulsed in 
almost every North China attack. 
Fu's headquarters said the Com- 
munists dared not attack Peiping 
directly because they know it is 
strongly fortified and the 2,000,000 
inhabitants support the defenders 
wholeheartedly. 


(I\Ioosa 
added that whether 


these residents would 'show their 
support was another question. In 
his opinion the people of Peiping 
want peace above all.) 
Nationalist forces in the 
Nan- 


king area took advantage of bad 
weather which has eased the ac- 
tion north of here to throw up 
defenses south of the Yangtze to- 
ward which the Reds are creeping 
steadily. 
The

Kiangnan Evening Post said the 
Nationalists had increased 
the 


number of watchposts along the 
eastern reaches of the Yangtze. 
There was little military action 


immediately north of here. 


The quiet was taken in some 
quarters to mean that peace feel- 
era had been put out to the Com- 
munists by members of Premier 
Sun Fo's newly formed 
cabinet.

Diplomats here are watching the 
Chinese crisis closely because of 
permanent member of the United 
China's important position as a 
Nations Security Council.

There would be 
two permanent members of the 
Council in the minority instead of 
one, and each has the veto power. 


Estimate Made On 
Holiday Jteath Toll 


Chicago, 
Dec. 
23—(JP)—The 


nation's death toll resulting from 
traffic accidents over the Christ- 
mas holiday may total 265, the 
National Safety Council estimated 
today. 


The Council's estimate covered 


only immediate traffic deaths— 
those killed between 6 p. m. Fri- 
day and midnight Sunday. 
The 


final toll may exceed the 265 esti- 
mate, the council said, due to de- 
layed fatalities not immediately 
reported. 


The estimate will tie too high, 


the Council said, if two things hap- 
pen: (1) if drivers 
and 
pedes- 
trians use extra caution, especially 
in mixing gasoline and alcohol, 
and (2) if the weather generally is 
so bad that drivers must use ex- 
treme caution or stay at home. 


"We are not trying to put a 


damper on Christmas cheer with 
this estimate," said Ned H. Dear- 
born, Council president. "On the 
contrary we feel that if drivers 
and pedestrians understand what 
can happen, based on past experi- 
ence, they will make sure it doesn't 
happen to them. We hope this es- 
timate is far too high."

They are Harry Bridges of the Longshoremen's 
Union, Ben Gold of the Fur and Leather Workers, Abram Flaxer of 
the United Public Workers of America,, and Donald Henderson of the 
Food, Tobacco and Agriculturalv 
Workers.^

and labor," the committee also: 


1. Warned the

Answer: "To kill you, person- 
ally." - 


2. Listed 20 CIO unions in which

Government figures today disclos- 
ed a continued decline in living 
costs in November. 


The index of the Bureau Sta- 


tistics 
for 
mid-November was 


dovni 8/10ths of one percent from 
a month earlier. The fall was due 
to a drop in food prices for the 
fourth consecutive month. 


The first decline from a steady 


1948 living cost climb came in mid- 


i 
October. 
So today's figures re- 


corded the second straight monthly 
decrease in cost of living. 


The index measures the retail 


prices of goods and services pur- 
chased by moderate-income fam- 
ilies in large cities. Food is the 
major item in the index. 


Food prices have continued to go 
. 
down slightly since mid-November. 


"> 
That points to a third decline in 
the living cost index when figures 
for mid-December become avail- 


able a month from now. 


The index for mid-November was 


172.2 percent of the 1935-39 aver- 
age of 100. At this level, living 
costs were 4.4 percent above a 
year ago, 29.2 percent above June, 
1946 
when wartime price controls 


were abandoned, and 74.6 percent 
above August, 1939 when World 
War H began. 


Foods alone dropped 1.9 percent 


from October to November. Cloth- 
ing and house furnishings prices 
declined fractionally. 


Foods in November were 2.4 per- 


cent higher than a year ago but 
42.5 percent above the controlled 
price period of mid-19d6. 


Meats dropped most among the 


foods, but there were two percent 
declines in dairy products, fruits 
and vegetables, and fats and oils. 
Egg prices rose two percent and 
prices of sugar and sugar products 
advanced a bit.

CENSORSHIP IN FORCE 


Tel Aviv, Israel, Dec. 23—JP)— 


Fighting broke out today between 
Jewish and Egyptian forces along 
the Negev front. 


Both air and ground forces were 


reported involved, shattering hopes 
for armistice talks soon beeween 
the two nations. 


The Negev is the southern des- 


ert area of Palestine, 
It was as- 


signed to Jews under the United 
nations partition plan of 1947. An 
Israeli October 
offensive 
drove 


back 
Egyptian " troops 
astride 


roads into the area and a brigade 
of Egyptians was bottled up at 
Faluja. 


[Israel notified the United Na- 


tions Dec. 10 she was ready to ne- 
gotiate a step by step release • of 
the Faluja garrison, and to discjjss 
demarcation lines throughout the 
area.) 


The clashes began 
late 
last 


night between infantry and some 
armored forces in the vicinity of 
Nirim, a Jewish settlement within 
sight of Mount Sinai and about 12 
miles east of the Egyptian frontier 
base at Rafah, an Israeli military 
spokesman said. 


"Air forces used by both sides," 


he added. . 


After dawn today planes—pre- 


sumed here to be Egyptian—bomb- 
ed a large 
Jewish 
community 


southeast of Tel Aviv. Censorship 
did not permit the name of the 
community to be disclosed. 


The extent of the fighting could 


not be judged from here immed- 
iately, but apparently it threatens 
to shatter the fitful truce which 
has been in effect along the desert 
in recent weeks, from the Egypt- 
ian border to the Faluja pocket, 
where 3,000 Egpytians are held in 
an Israeli trap. 


The Egyptians were said by Is- 
raeli spokesmen yesterday to have 
demanded immediate release of all 
3,000 as a condition of armistice 
talks, rather than a step-by-step 
release, as offeree by Israeli.

The»e was 110 indication yet that 


the Egyptians were attempting'to 
break through the Faluja ring and 
free the trapped Egyptians. The 
Jews, however, were reinforced in 
defense positions there for just 
such an attack, should it develop.

His statement came as a New 


York City medical examiner re- 
ported that autopsy showed "no 
evidence of criminality" in Dug- 
gan's fatal 16-story fall from a 
Manhattan office Monday night. 


The autopsy report read: "Fell 


or jumped from 16th floor." 


The same verdict remained on 


police records as detectives con- 
tinued a painstaking investigat- 
ion of the death on orders of May- 
or William O'Dwyer. They expect- 
ed to finish the probe by noon 
today.

sales that left retailers gasping, 
limited reports received by Dun 
& Bradstreet 
research 
agency, 


make it appear that this month 
will be the granddaddy of them 
all and that 194.8 will prove to be 
the greatest retail sales year in 
history. 


On the preliminary basis of Dec- 


ember figures, the total dollar vol- 
ume for 1948 would 
be 
about 


eight to 10 per cent above the 
$118,000,000,000 total sales report- 


ed in 1947, the top year. 


Although the Christivuis ' shop- 


ping season started later than us- 
ual this year and idled through 
November, It finally 
took hold 


during the first two weeks of Dec- 
ember when,

shows, retail trade rose 10 to 15 
per cent.

They March To The Gallows 


Tokyo, Dec. 23—(IP)—Hidekl Tojo and three of his six war mak- 


er companions gave lusty "banzai" shouts before they were hanged 
in Sugamo prison today. 


The last act of defiance by the four of the seven old condemned 


men came in the little Buddhist temple near the death house, Shinso 
Hanayama, the priest who attended them, said. 


The banzai cry—the traditional Japanese cheer which translates 


into the rather meaningless "ten thousand 
years"—featured 
the 


last charges of many Japanese soldiers In the great war. Tojo 
and his companions also shouted-j- 
for a greater Nippon before going

Is Reduced In

Tojo, whose military clique plot- 


ted and ordered the 
infamous 


Pearl Harbor attack and plunged 
half the world into its greatest 
v/ar, asked for a drink of sake 
before he went to his death. But 
he had to be content with a glass 
of weak wine, the priest said. 


The priest described Tojo and 


the other three of the first four 
hanged shortly after midnight as 
almost jaunty. 


Tojo, said the priest, left a mes- 


sage for the world which he was 
forbidden by occupation authori- 
ties to make public. 


The former premier also left a 
poem, which the priest translated 
roughly: 
"It is goodbye 
"Over the mountains I go today 
"To the bosom of Buddha 
"So happy am I." 
As news of the hangings spread 


through Japan temple bells tolled 
for world peace in village 
and 


town. 
Peace prayers were offered by 


millions in Buddhist and Shinto 
temples. 
The 
Japanese 
people 


acted on the hint of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. The general had ex- 
pressed the wish that peace pray- 
ers would be offered the day of the 
executions.

YULE SPIRIT 


"Peace on earth, good will to men?" What a laugh! 


We've heard people express themselves to that effect. 
They may be cynics who tell you that Christmas is just 
a tremendous commercialized promotion by manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers to snag off the sentimentalists' 
dollars. They may be the people who, weary of the seem- 
ingly endless grist of depressing headlines describing vio- 
lent words and violent clashes between man and man. 
These people, with, perhaps excusable bitterness, will tell 
you that "Peace on earth, good will to men," never did 
exist, does not now exist and never will exist. 


But they are wrong. And happily, they are in the 


minority. For there truly is a Christmas spirit. You 
could almost feel it during the weeks just before Christ- 
mas, 
when, as the holiday drew closer, people seemed 


to become nicer. They were more tolerant of each other. 
They didn't push and shove in the stores, even though 
overcrowded aisles put a strain on patience. There were 
understanding smiles where ordinarily there would be 
frowns of annoyance. 


Yes, 
there certainly is a spirit of good will abroad. 


And it affects people of all kinds and creeds rather than 
those to whom Christmas has a special religious signi- 
ficance. 
Today you find thousands of people partaking 


Jf Christmas—the good will part, the making other people 
happy part—who, a few generations ago would not have 
done so. Today, in the United States, Christmas is cele- 
brated by the vast majority of us because most of us, no 
matter what our faith, enjoy the feeling of goodness and 
inner peace engendered by the season. 


The tragedy of it all is that this "era of good feeling" 


is so fleeting. After Christmas, the gay trees come down, 
the songs are stilled. We tend to revert to our year-long 
la.abi.ts of self-centered thinking and forget about the other 
fellow—at whom we smiled so warmly during Christmas 
week. 


Perhaps some day the Christmas spirit will last the 


year around. That's a large order to fill and will take 
some doing. But we can reflect that, at least in this 
country, there is wider diffusion of the Christmas spirit 
today than there used to be.- Maybe it WILL spread to the 
rest of the world. It certainly would make the world a 
much nicer place.

"Now comes that holiday season when evergreen decks 


the mantel and brightens the doorway and stands in tinsel 
and glitter in the living room, the green of life in the 
midst of winter, symbol of hope and faith reborn. 


One need not go into the history of the custom or in- 


vestigate its adoption as part of the Christian Christmas 
to understand the aptness as well as the beauty of the 
evergreen tradition. The pine, the spruce and the hem- 
\ lock, as well as their more venerable kin, the ground 


pine and ground cedar, know no leafless season. 
For 


them there is no time of naked exposure to the gray 
winds and the white frost. On their boughs and branch- 
es the green of life and continuity remains for any eye 
to "see throughout all the months and all the years. Small 
wonder that the ancients turned to the evergreen when 
the day shrank to a few hours of feeble sunlight, finding in 
its undiscouraged green new strength for their own belief 
that no winter lasts forever. 


And even, the most ancient of the ancients must have 


known this, for the pines have been on this earth more 
years than man can count without turning to the chart 
of' geology. 
Fifty million years, some say, and others 


say a hundred million, dealing in numbers which, in terms 
of one man's life, lose all meaning. The first men saw the 
pines; put it that way. And when the first men saw them 
the pines were already old, older than man's oldest myths. 


So we go forth now to bring the boughs indoors and 


deck them with light and color, and feel an unspoken 
kinship with enduring things. They help us to remember, 
and to believe, and to catch, if only fleetingly, a sense of 
hope and understandable eternity.

It WM the day before Christmas, 
1818, in the tiny village of 
Oberndorf in the Austrian Tyrol. 
Franz Gruber, young church or- 
gmnist, was testing the organ— 
when it broke down. Unable to 
repair it and foreseeing ruin of 
the coming Christmas services, 
he rushed to ... 


. . . young Joseph Mohr, the 
pariah curate, and poured out 
his woe. "Father," he said, "un- 
less we find music simple enough 
to sing without rehearsal, our 
Christmas services will be with- 
out music!" The curate agreed 
to write some verses if Gruber 
would do the music. A call . . . 


. . . came that night for Father Mohr to go to a home where a 
first born son had just arrived. The night was far from, "calm and 
bright." A howling blizzard swept down from 
the 
surrounding' 


peaks and the swirling snow and bitter wind caused the priest to 
draw his cloak tighter about him. Returning from, his mission, he 
suddenly zealized the storm had stopped. The wind had calmed, 
moonlight silvered the snow-topped houses and stars winked from 
the blue-black sky. Inspired by this calm and his visit to the young 


mother and child, he hurried . . .

Once ft year a representative 


timber sale, that has recently cut 
out, is selected on each of the two 
ranger districts on the Allegheny 
Forest, and a careful un-entory 
taken of the remaining timber 
left on the sale area. The pur- 
pose of this study is to determine 
the amount of logging damage, 
and \vhat we have left for the 
nest cut. The st'vidy also indicates 
how closely the actual marking 
of the trees to be cut coincided 
•with the planned marking. 
By knowing what is left on 
the sale area, by species and di- 
ameter classes, we are able to 
predict, with reasonable accuracy, 
what can be expected to be added 
ro tiie timber bank account ten 
years hence. 


On the Bale which was just in- 
ventoried on the Northern Dis- 
trict it was determined, prior to 
cutting, that nearly 9,000 board 
feet per acre of savr timber vras 
on the sale area. About 32% of 
tne volume was cut in 194S. This 
cut took out the mature and de- 
fective trees 
leaving 
a thrifty 


growing stock of about 6.000 board 
feet to the acre plus about 14 
cords per acre in cord-wood type 
of trees. 


The anticipated volume on this 
102 acre sale area 10 years after 
cutting, amounts to over 10,000 
board feet per acre of thrifty 
saw log material, and nearly 18 
cords of wood. The latter made 
up of uiunerchar.table 
saw log- 
size trees and cord-.vood tress. 


Thus ten years after removing 
approximately 2,800 board 
feet 


per acre the same area can be ex- 
pected to have on it over 10,000 
board feet per acre or more vol- 
ume than 
when it was cut in 


1948. 


Research has proven conclus- 
ively that light, frequent selec- 
tive cuttings in thesa 
northern 


hardv.-oods keeps the timber grow- 
ing- vigorously" and at the same 
time provides optimum protection 
to the vatersheds. 


While a second saw timber cut 


could be made in ten 
years, 
much of the saw log 
material 


would still be putting on quality 
growth go that a 20 year period 
has been set as the average time 
to return for the second selective 
cutting on this and other 
saw 
timber chances an the Alleghenv 
Xational Forest. 


In the meantime the remain- 
ing, 
scattered 
patches 
cf old 
growth timber left on the District 
wiil be o~ered for sale in order 
to salvage the matvre ar.d defec- 
tive timber before it is lost.
